Parli, Oct. 8.— The foreign minister 

hM InBtructcd the rppri yi iitativi'a of 
n'ance to sound the powera whose 
Iroop.s ai( co-operating in the extreme 
•Mt regarding the adoption of a com- 
mon program for negotiations with 
China, to this effoet: ' lu sending 
their forces to China the powers pro 
poMd, first of all to deliver their lega- 
tlona. Thanlu to their union and the 
▼alor of their troops this aim has been 
attainrd. It is uow a (lucstion of se- 
curing from the Chinese guvernmeut, 
Which haa given Prince Ching and Li 
Hunt Chang full powers to negotiate 
and treat in its name, suitable r( l ara 
tion for the past and sunicii'nt giiaiaa- 
tees for the future. Prompted with the 
»pMi Which Inspired the previous de- 
clarations of the different governments, 
this republic believes it sums up their 
real sentiim nts in the following points 
which it submits as a basis for nego- 
tiations to be entered upon Immediate 
Ijr after the usual voriflcation of Hit 
powers: The punishment ol tlie i)rin 
dpal culprits who will be designated 
by the representatives of the powci-s 
at Peking; the maintenance of the pro 
hlbltlon of the Import of arms; eqult 
able indemnities to states, societies 
and individuals; tlie formation of a 
permanent guard for Pelting legations; 
dismantlement of the fortifications, 
military o< ciiijation of two or three 
points on the road from Tien Tsin to 
Peking which would thus be always 
open to the legations wishing to go to 
the sea or forces proceeding to Peking 
from the sea. Presented ctillectlvfdy 
by the representatives of the powers, 
supported by the presence of the in 
ternational troops, it appears Impossi 
ble to the governnient of this republic 
that these conditions which are so 
legitimate would not be accepted by 
the Chlness government at an early 
date." 

Salisbury^ Kollowa Suit. 
WtthlagtOB, Oct. 5.— The British 
government has followed In tl^e foot- 
steps of the United States In the Chi 
nese negotiations. It has authorized 
Sir Claude MacDonald, the British 
iiliBlster at Peking, to enter Into rela 
tlons with the Chinese ofllclals Just as 
our government did in the case of Min- 
ister Conger. It has left to its minis- 
ter discretionary j;K>wer to pass upon 
the Bufflciency of the credentials of LI 
Hung Chaog, Prince Ching and the 
other Chinese envoys.

lature on Kallroad Taxation. 
Detroit, Oct 6.— Governor Plngree 
will call a special session of the state 

legislature to be convened at Lansing 
\Vednesday or Tluirs lay of next week. 
The object is to consider a joint reso- 
lution to submit to the people at the 
general election next month a consti- 
tutional amendment lo peiniit tin- tax- 
ing of railroads and other eorpuratinns 
on the value of their property instead 
of specifically upon their earnings as 
at present. Tiie Atkinson act which 
was de(lare(l unconstitutional by the 
supreme court a short timo ago, pro- 
vided for this change. 

Recogiii/.ed the I'nion. 
Owensboro. Ky., Oct 6.— The strik- 
ing miners at Baskett won their strike 
for recognition of the union, carrying 
with it a ledui tion of theii- wages. T. 
C. Blaih, former owner of the coal 
mines, never recognised the union but 
paid wages averaging five cents moie 
than the union schedule. The union 
has been recognized and the Pittsburg 
scale signed. This Is probably the first 
strike for lower wages ever made. 

Knd of Predlfleiit's Vacation. 
Canton, O., Qct 6.— It is probable 
that the departure President and 

Mrs. McKinley for Washington next 
Monday will end their summer vac'a 
tion in Canton. The president's de- 
parture is likely, to change the plans 
for the Roosevelt meeting Oct 18, 
which was to have been held on the 
McKinley lawn. The meeting wiil 
probably be held down town. 

Welbock Abbey Ititriied. 

London, Oct 5. — ^A serious fire oc- 
curred at Welbeck abbey, Nottingham- 
shire, the famous seat of the Dukes of 
Portland. The Oxford wing was gut- 
ted. The full extent of the damage 
cannot be estimated at present, but 
the priceless pictures and furniture 
were saved. The Duke and Duchess 
are absent from home. 

Denied by Miss Hay. 
Chicago, Oct. 5.— Lula D. Hay of 
Jacksonville, Ills., has sei^t to Senator 
Jo^es, chairman of the Democratic na- 
tional committee, a sworn denial of the 
alleged Kingman story that she knew 
William J. Bryan to have been paid 
|lfiO,000 by silver mine owners to cause 
a.^vfr plank to be, incorporated In the 
ansas City platform. 

Transfer Of Troops. 

Washington, Oct 6.— Nearly 4,000 
troops are to be withdrawn immedi- 
ately from Chinese territory and trans- 
ferred to the Philippines. Four large 
transports have been assigned to the 
IfOfR 0f transporting the troops from 
Taku to Manilla. General MacArthur 
iMtf) made all arrangements for trans- 
portation.

He spoke 15 ni;nuie- 
from a stand near the depot His au- 
dience was la.ge and lilieral with ap- 
plause, {.nd Mr. Bryan rapidly tra^id 
the Dei.iocratic position on all the is 
sues of the campaign. He again ac- 
cused the Republican party with 
knowing nothing of any trust except 
the Ice tru.'^t. saying they sliould g.v<- 
some attention to the Standard Oil 
trust which, he said, is supporting 
their ticket, while the people pay an 
increase,! price for oil. At Arcadia a 
10 minutes' talk was made to a large 
audience. 

There was much interest in Mr. 
Bryan's meeting at Xoblesville. It is 
the vounty b 'at ui u siiun^ Rc|)uldican 
county where in 181*8, the people 
marched with brass bands decorated 
with goldenroU across the plauonn 
from which .Mr. Bryan spoke. lie k 
feired to this incident and the reier- 
ence called out a loud laugh. There 
was no interruption this time an<l 
strong interc'-i was manifested 
througliout the a 1 11' ss. Ml. lii.vaii 
was a(.'«oinpaiiie,| nn tii|) ijy linn. 
Parks Martin, chairman of the ludiana 
state committee; Hon. B. F. Shively. 
who was was prominently mentioned 
at Kansas Ci;y for vice president; Hua. 
J. W. Kern, Democratic candidate lor 
governor of Indiana; Hon. Jahn C. 
Robinson who, in 1896, headed th» 
Palmer and Buckner ehctoral ticket of 
the slate. Ht)ii. J. W. Tomlinson, na- 
tional coniiuitti emau for Alal)ama was 
also with Mr. Bryan part of the day. 

At Tipton, Mr. Bryan was Introduced 
by Hon. J. \V. Kern, Democratic can- 
didate for governor, who presented 
him as the "next president ' Mr. 
Bryan said in response, "1 am glad to 
be introduced to you by the next gov- 
ernor of Indiana, for whatever may be- 
come of my chances in this race, 1 do 
not think there is much duubt about 
Indiana. Mr. Kem has, only Indiana 
to fight for. while I have 44 other 
states. " .Mr. Uryan then dlscussed the 
trust question. 

Blwood was the most Important 
stop. The audience here covered an 
immense vacant plat of ground near 
the railroad au l jmlglng from the at- 
tention given Mr. Bryan spoke to will- 
ing ears. Hie gave practirally all of 
the SO minutes allotted to this plaee to 
the trust .question, declaring that no 
employer has a right to vote his men. 

To Receive Roosevelt. 

Chicago, Oct 5. — Republican nation 
al hcaihiuarters will be al)aniloned 
practically Saturday and Monday. At 
9:80 o'clock Saturday morning Senator 
Hanna, Vice Chairman Payne, Nation 
al Committeemen Stewart and Foster 
and Perry S. Heath of the press com- 
mittee and others will board a special 
train for DeKalb, where they will meet 
Governor Roosevelt, whom they will 
escort to Chicago, arriving here short- 
ly after 5 p. m. Monday morning the 
same party will leave this city with 
the governor, escorting him on his 
trip to St. Louis, where it is probable 
Senator Hanna will speak. 

Ifcooeevelt la Iowa. 

Waterloo, la., Oct. 5.— A great dem- 
onstration was held here In honor of 
Governor Roosevelt. A three hou# 
stop was madf. Governor Roosevelt 
took luncheon with Speaker David B. 
Henderson, who Joined the party here. 
Governor Shaw of Iowa Joined the 
party at Fort Dodge. A platform had 
been erected in the city park for the 
speaking In the afternoon. A large 
crowd was present. At the conclusion 
of Governor Roosevelt's address, Sen- 
ator Dolliver and General CurtlS Ouild, 
Jr.t of Boston made speeches.

Crawford reported that the sheriff ol

Rll to the rule and said that de.cndaui 
Wished to await a response. Judge 
Cantrlll said the defense had been 
piven ample time to piep.ire f.,r tiitil 
and must now proceed if the common- 
wealth was ready. 

The commonwealth Insisted on trial 
and the Judge ordered the regular 
panel of jurymen to be called. Colonel 
Nelson moved to discharge the defend- 
ant because the indictment filed In this 
county was only a copy, but the mo- 
tion was overruled. A motion for 
postponement was filed and overruled. 

A long discussion arose over th* 
question of filing the copy of the in- 
dictment in this court, the defense 
holding that this defect destroyed the 
Jurisdiction of the court. .In li;e Can-

Draxnet Kor rriistn. 
Chicago, Oct 6.— Hundreds of Chi 
cago corporations are affected by steps 
taken by state olhcials to determine 
whether they are allied with trusts. 
Secretary of State Rose sent notices to 
various Illinois concerns asking them 
to make affidavit that they were In no 
wise ronnicted With corporations. If 
these allidavits are not returned with- 
in 30 days the law permits him to in- 
stitute legal proceedings against them. 
The fine for the first offense is from 
1500 to 12,000. 

SixterA of Providence Sanctioned. 

Washington, Oct. 5.— Bishop Maes of 
Covington, Ky., who is spiritual di- 
rector of the order know as "Sisters ot 
Providence" in this country has sam- 
tioned their connection with the do- 
mestic control of the Catholic Univors- 
ity of America.

Hazleton, Oct. 5. — Kight Italians em- 
ployed on tiie night sliift of tlii> ('al- 
vin, Pardee ft Co. colliery at Luttimer, 
were attacked on the public road lead- 
ing fri)ni that phiee to Hidiywood by 
25 women who lia i ma, > tied from 
Milnesville. The w iii.eu \m re mostly 
Hungarians and lulians. They left 
Milnesville at 4 a. m., marched through 
I.attimer, two miles distant, and waited 
to attack the men working in the Lat- 
timer mine as they p.'ssed along the 
road which leads to their homes at 
Hollywood. Some of the women were 
armed with iIiiIjs. but most of them 
carried stoius of all sizes in their 
aprons. The iii.,t niiii-siriking mine 
workers to leave the colliery were the 
eight Italians. They saw the women 
on the road alead of them and sus- 
pecting an attack ciijfsed the Held in 
an endeavor to avoid them. The wo- 
men, however, were on the alert and 
they also crossed the field and, over- 
taking the iiien, hurled showers of 
stones at them. The woi kmen did not 
attempt to defend themselves but ran 
away and were soon out of reach of 
the fury of the women. One man re- 
ceived a severe l ut on the lieail, while 
several others were struck by pieces of 
rocks, but were not injured. The wo- 
men returned to their homes, satisfleil 
with their demonstration. 

Tlieic w.is to liavi' Icen a mar»'h of 
women and men from Mc.Vdoo and 
Jeansville to Lattimer, but for some 
reason it was called off. It may be 
niaile Saturday. Some of the foreign- 
ers are lieginiiiiig lo sliuw an t;gly dis- 
position. They are seen in greater 
numbers on the highways and as some 
of tlieiu cany <dubs a ollislon be- 
tween tlieni and the coal and iron po- 
lice may o<ciir at almost any time. 

There is no material change in the 
number of men at work In this region. 
Officials of the ("oxe Brothers and 
company and A. Pardee Co. collier- 
ies say they have only a few more 
men working. The operators say the 
mines are still working but will not 
give figures. These are in lependent 
operators who have not yet made their 
men any offer of Increase ot wages Ot 
other (liange in conditions. 

Aiiottier Victory Kor Striker*. 
Shamokin, Pa., Oct 5.— The Phila- 
delphia aud Reading Coal and Iron 
company reei)nsidered its determina- 
tioti lo ( lose do, Ml the North Franklin 
colliery at Treverton until after the 
strike was settled. The foreman was 
notified to inform the men the colliery 
would be run as usual. When the 
whistle was lilown n-it over a dozen 
miners appeared on the streets in their 
working clothes. They had not gone 
far on the way to the breaker before 
they were stopped iiy men who had 
worked Thursday. After a long 
discussion till the miners returned 
home saying they would not go Into 
the mines until the trouble Is ended. 

Preparing Kor a Utg MceMng. 

Shenandoah, Pa.. Oct. 6.— The strik- 
ing mine workers hi re are m, iking pre 
paratlons for a demonstration Satur- 
day similar to that which took place 
in Wilkesbarre. President Mitchell 
sent word from Hazleton that he will 
come here Saturday and address an 
open air meeting to be held by the 
strikers. Othor oflUdi^ of the United 
Mine Workers are szpoctod. Invita- 
tions have been extended to the mine 
workers throughout the region and it 
is expected that 10,000 men and boys 
Will partklpata.

Edward Everett 
did not overstate the case and we are 
glad be left the acene there for us to 
feast our eyes upon fifty yeera later. We 
also left' it there. 

Claiuberinx down the cliff we came 
upon a street in the shrubbery lined 
with neat residences.
